Little Rejoicing. 
Ironically, there will be little re- 
joicing in Berlin tonight over Hit- |

German state, for the anniversary | 
comes at a moment when the tide | 


of war has turned definitely 
against Germany, to such an ex- 
tent that even the most ardent 
Nazis are in the deepest gloom. 

The million torches which light- 
ed Hitler’s spectacular way to the 
chancellery in Wilhelmstrasse are 
gone. Total blackout rules in de- 
fense against devastating Allied 
air raids on German cities, 
the marching and singing columns 
of Nazi storm troopers from the 
beer halls have been swallowed 
by hard-pressed armies fighting in 
ever-tightening ring of enemies on 
all front 

Days Numbered. 

Hitler knows today that his days 
are numbered, and that the “thou- 
sand-year Nazi Reich” he preached | 
so grandiloquently is marked for | 
downfall in even less than 1,000 
days. 

He has the alternative of one 
desperate all-out gamble 
with every ounce of man power 
resource on the fields of vwat- 
but the odds against him are 


To the German people today he 
can hold out another promise of 
staving off defeat at the cost of 
unprecedented sacrifices and hard-

Women Must Work 


Despite the fact the government has aban- 


doned or delayed a registration and draft of 
woman power, a survey just completed by 
Fortune Magazine reveals that 3,000,000 house- 
wives must voluntarily enter war work this 
year. The only alternative, Fortune concludes, 
will be a draft. 

“Forecasts show that about 4,000,000 people 
who have never worked before must be enlisted 
in the labor force in 1943,” Fortune asserts. 
“The great majority, moreover, must be wonten 
already living in the swarming centers of war 
production. There is no alternative. With 


housing, transportation and everything else in 
the tight areas strained to the limit, and no 


reom for in-migrants, resort to ‘idle’ women 
becomes the only way to compound fresh man- 
power without compounding services, for which 
neither material nor man power is available. 

“The only realistic reserve is the urban 
housewives without dependent children, i. e., 
under 16.” 

And while it does not appear today to 
seriously affect the Atlanta area, housewives 
without dependents who do not take the oppor- 
tunity now offered for training in various war 
fields are laboring under a delusion they will 
be able to maintain their “idleness,” which is 
a relative term, of course. 

With the Bell bomber plant nearing the 
production stage, the the labor 
market will be increasingly serious.

If Atlanta experiences a traffic problem of 
almost insurmountable. proportions coincident 
with the operation of the Bell bomber plant, 
there will be no one to blame but officials of 
local governments who have displayed sur- 
prising dilatorine:e in preparing for the coming 
conditions.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS Today, and this evening, at vari- 


ous entertainments, there is an 
opportunity to contribute money for research into the cause, and 
treatment of, the disease. 

Study of this disease has occupied research men all over the 

world for a good many years. 

It is a fascinating, yet grim, study 

Not much is known about it. 

It probably is*a disease of antiquity. Re- 
search men believe that certain records from 
the Bible, from the old Greek physicians, con- 
stitute enough evidence to sustain the belief 
that infantile paralysis existed in those days. 

It is not, of course, merely a disease of 
children. Indeed, the record shows that per- 
haps 50 per cent of those afflicted are adults. 

It comes on with deceiving mildness A 
cold, a little fever, sometimes pains in the back 
of the neck, and then a sudden discovery, 
usually on awakening, to find paralysis already 
present in a mild, or extreme degree, is the 
usual course. 

It is not always the legs that are strick 
At times the respiratory action also is 
At times the disease disables the ar 

leaves the legs and respiratory action unharmed. 

There is no doubt but that many persons have it in so mild 
a form they never know they have had more than a cold, a tem- 
perature and some pains in the region of the neck. 

Many have it and recover entirely. 

Fortunately, most of those who are afflicted are not disabled 
so much as to require hospitalization and training in how to manage 
paralyzed limbs. 

There is no disease which parents so dread and fear, because 
it is so deceptive in its appearance, and because, at its worst. it 
is one of the most expensive and tragic disease-results known to 
mankind, 


NEW TREATMENTS There Is a new treatment, not yet en- 

tirely accepted, but one which is gen- 
erally accepted and which is proving most effective—if given in 
time. 

When paralysis begins, the muscles of the legs, or arms, begin 
to undergo severe spasms of contraction. The effect is to stretch 
the muscles and thereby prevent any normal, or even near-normal, 
rehabilitation of those muscles. 

The treatment heretofore given has been to immobilize the 
museles so they could not be stretched. 

Some years ago, in Australia, a public health nurse, having no 
methods of immobilizing patients’ legs in the rural sections, sought 
to give relief from the pain of the spasms by wrapping the para- 
lyzed legs in the heavy woolen blankets of the farm houses, after 
the blankets had been dipped in boiling water and wrung out: 
They were wrapped first around the legs. 

Relief from pain was noted. As time went on, it was observed 
that the paralysis was never, or almost never, severe. 

This led to experiments. Cases in which the paralysis already 
was complete, but not many months old, were given the hot pack 
treatment. A majority of them improved. Some even returned 
to almost normal. 

It was, of course, inevitable that the treatment would be ex- 
panded. It was. The treatment, es -l now understand it, endures 
for 24 hours at a time, often for longer periods. The patient is 
wrapped from neck to feet in the heavy, extremely hot, wet 
blankets. They are put on as hot as the patient can endure them. 
The paralyzed members are given special wrappings. Heat is in- 
creased as the body becomes able to take it. 

The results have been encouraging.
